Only a few Superfortresses were available 
at first so the wing trained mostly on B-17’s, 
B-24’s and B-26’s.

‘Wolfe 
stepped up to head this organization while Saun- 
ders took over the wing. In the spring of 1944, 
the command crossed to the China-Burma-India

TIONARY FORCE FLAGSHIP, 
Saipan Island, June 17.—United 
States assault troops fought in- 
land over the green rolling hills 
of southern Saipan today, after a 
street-by-street conquest of the 
town of Charan-Kanao. 
ey landed near that sugar- 

mill town Wednesday under the 
fiercest Japanese fire since Ta- 
rawa. 

From the bridge of this flagship 
I saw assault waves loaded in 
alligators claw their way over 
the barrier reef and move on to 
the beaches, supported by thun- 
dering salvoes of naval guns, 
flaming rockets and the automatic 
weapons from landing craft. 


MOVE UNDER FIRE 


Despite powerful support and a 
fearsome fleet and aerial prepara- 
tion, the alligators moved toward 
shore under a shower of Japanese 
long-range mortars and artillery 
from the hills, rising toward the 
1,500-foot peak, Mount Apotchau, 
on the left flank of the assault 


beach. 

The yee mg were under a 
naval and a bombardment for 
several days preceding our attack 
and evacuated civilians from 
Charan-Kanoa, the population of 
which was estimated at 3,000. But 
they left a strong rear guard 
which the Americans cleaned out 
in the first Pacific fighting com- 
parable to Europe’s house-to-house 
encounters. 

Saipan is in the heart of the 
Marianas and the portal of the 
Japanese inner empire defense 
perimeter. 


LIKE TARAWA 


The campaign is. actually like 
Guadalcanal and Tarawa com- 
bined—the troops were faced with 
a savage land battle after surviv- 
ing the fight for the beachhead 
and with scant prospect of a rapid 
cleanup, such as is possible in 
atoll warfare. 

However, the fruits of victory 
would be commensurate with the 
risk on Saipan. Its capture would 
cut off Guam, open the road to 
the Philippines and sever Japan’s 
supply routes to the Caroline 
islands. 

American troops landed along 
a two-mile front on either side of 
Charan-Kanoa, which lies along 
the southwest coast, backed by 
the Lioboone hills rising toward 
the sheer cliffs of Magificienne 
bay on the opposite coast. 


BEACHHEAD CONSOLIDATED 


The units which went ashore 
south of Charan-Kanoa jumped off 
with a powerful attack today 
which carried them close to the 
Aslito airdrome. Meanwhile the 
northern units consolidated the 
beachhead area below the princi- 
pal city of Garapan, on Saipan 
harbor, some five miles north of 
Charan-Kanoa. 

Throughout the day Garapan 
was under artillery attack. Fires 
crackled through its Oriental 
buildings, sending up great rolling 
puffs of flames toward the black 
and white smoke which shrouded 
the island and the sea. A pall of 
grey hung over the roads and the 
water. 

The casualties on Saipan were 
not expected to equal the Tarawa 
figures, but assault battalions suf- 
fered material losses, and the Jap- 
anese were still throwing mortars 
—their favorite weapon—into the 
beachhead. 


HEAVIEST FIGHTING 


The heaviest fighting developed 
near a 
swampy lake in the Susupe area. 
There, the Japanese mounted a 
tank-supported counterattack 
which was turned back. 

The Americans secured the nar- 
row Charan-Kanoa airstrip bor- 
dering the beach during their in- 
itial attack. As yet, however, it 
is not out of mortar range. 

Thanks to the preparatory 
strikes against dozens of Japanese 
bases in the Carolines, Nippon was 
unable to send aloft a single plane 
to interfere with landing opera- 
tions. The arrival at dusk of five 
Japanese torpedo planes was nul- 
lified by-an antiaircraft barrage 
which forced them to jettison their 
explosives harmlessly. 

United States naval forces pa- 
trolled the two and one-half-mile 
channel separating Saipan and 
Tinian islands effectively and pre- 
vented an artillery enfilad during 
the assault. Naval units knocked 
out the Tinian batteries. 

Tinian is a flat, green island re- 
sembling a plateau oasis in the 
American southwest. 


SUNRISE COMES 

Our task force arrived off Sai- 
pan exactly on schecule, and the 
ships carrying assault troops were 
in their prescribed positions with- 
in two minutes of the times speci- 
fied in plans drawn up weeks ear- 
lier. 

Sunrise came through banked 
cumulus clouds behind the is- 
land’s volcanic peak to illuminate 
the sea, bobbing with landing 
craft. 

Battleships and cruisers already 
had begun a roaring reveille, and 
as the orange dawn changed to 
gold, carrier-based planes swept 
in to drop nearly 100 tons of 
bombs on the invasion beaches. 

The powerful hammering of the 
beaches apparently forced the 
Japanese to abandon any plans 
to defend them with automatic 
weapons as they did at Tarawa. 
The assault forces suffered only 
mortar and artillery fire as they 
went in.

FIRE INTENSIFIED 

The troops first reaching shore 
charged toward the air strip, by- 
passing the town, which was the 
assignment of subsequent landing 
waves. They were forced to slow 
up and consolidate their gains, 
however, as mortar fire was in- 
tensified. 


For a time the attackers were 
in the position of seeking an in- 
visible enemy, in evidence only 
by the deadly missiles dropping 
from the sky. 

The Americans occupied Agin- 
gan point, at the southwestern tip 
of the island, during the initial 
attack, and found huge sugar mills 
in flames. An _ imitation-Scotch 
— distillery shared the same 
ate. 

As the battle progresses in the 
moré mountainous regions in the 
center and north of the 13-mile- 
long island, it is likely to become 
more bitter, with the large Jap- 
anese garrison presenting well- 
organized defenses. 

Naval and air support and 
sharp-shooting artillery knocked 
out several of the most trouble- 
some Japanese defense points. 

This preluded the greatest bat- 
tle thus far of the Pacific war. 
But a bitter struggle was expect- 
ed. It highlights the progress of 
hostilities in the last six months, 
with the Japanese now fighting 
less than 1,400 miles from their 
homeland. 


Halsey Is Given 
‘Fighting’ 
ighting’ Post 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—(P) 
Admiral William F. Halsey Jr. to- 
day was given the job he wants— 
a fighting command in the war 
against the Japanese. - 

The 61-year-old battler who 
drove the Japanese from the 
South Pacific and thereby work- 
ed himself out of an assignment 
as commander of the South Pa- 
cific forces, was designated offi- 
cially as “commander of the Third 
Fleet.” 

That designation sounds like an 
administrative job, but it isn’t. 
Actually it means that “Bull” Hal- 
sey will have a fleet of his own 
to lambast the Japanese whom he 
hates violently. 

LONG FIGHTING 

Halsey commanded naval forces 
throughout the long months of 
fighting that ended with elimina- 
tion of the Japanese in the Solo- 
mon Islands and complete naval 
control of the South Pacific area. 

Since then his new assignment 
has been a prime subject for spec- 
ulation in naval circles. Always, it 
was agreed by those who knew 
him that if he had his way he 
— be bound down to a desk 
job. 

He indicated strongly that he 
was getting his wishes when he 
formally relinquished his com: 
mand of the South Pacific only a 
few days ago and told officers and 
men there—he referred to them 
always as “shipmates” that “T’ll 
see you on the road to Tokyo.” 
NIMITZ CONFIRMS 

Admiral Nimitz, Pacific com- 
mander in chief, confirmed that 
today, announcing that because of 
the relative quiet in the South Pa- 
cific area, Halsey had been given 
command of the Third Fleet to 
“operate in the Pacific ocean.” 

He gave little information on 
the new command—the designa- 
tion is primarily for organizational 
purposes—but said Halsey would 
operate “in the same way” that 
the Fifth Fleet operates under 
Admiral Raymond A. Spruance. 
Spruance and his fleet have miss- 
ed few actions in the Pacific. 

Halsey on a recent visit to 
Washington told newsmen that he 
had just one fear—a fear that the 
war might be brought to an end 
before he struck Japan. “Don’t let 
that happen,” he pleaded.

Viipuri Marked 


For Evacuation 


LONDON, June 17.—(4)—Evac- 
uation of the Finnish port of Vii- 
puri was reported ordered today 


as the Red army surged steadily 
closer, capturing 120 more popu- 
‘lated places in bitter fighting 
during the day. 

| Moscow announced tonight that 
three railway stations were in- 
cluded among the inhabited locali- 
ties occupied by Soviet forces. 

The tide of battle was sweeping 
so close to Viipuri, Finland’s sec- 
ond largest city, that the rumble 
of General Leonid A. Govorov’s 
heavy artillery could be heard 
‘there. 
| Refugees from smaller towns 
on the Karelian isthmus have 
‘been fleeing for days from the 
spreading battle zone, and Stock- 
holm quoted Finnish dispatches 
as saying that the compulsory 
evacuation of Viipuri itself had 
been ordered. 

The main forward line of Govo- 
rov’s Leningrad army was known 
to be approximately 30 miles from 
Viipuri and advanced patrols and 
reconnaissance units were prob- 
ing much nearer. 

Govorov’s infantry forces, said 
to total at least six divisions, were 
being supported by planes and 
tanks and for the first Time were 
reported using rocket-firing can- 
non. 

The Russians as well as the 
Finns were bringing up fresh 
troops as the battle area widened 
and the tone of dispatches from 
Moscow made the early conquest 
of Viipuri appear inevitable. 

The nightly Moscow communi- 
que again said that there were 
no changes on other sectors of the 
front, but German propagandists 
continued to claim that the drive 
against Finland was simply a prel- 
ude to greater offensives to come 
on the eastern front.

retire on pension July 1 and 
direct his 40-acre farm near 
Smyrna. 


The retirement of Dr. Kennedy 
means that the city will lose two 


superintendent of Grady nurses 


-|for 34 years, also has filed her 
to| petition for pension. Both will 


receive $100 monthly for having 
completed 25 years of continuous 
service. 


There are recurring reports that 
W. Zode Smith, general manager 
of the Atlanta waterworks depart- 
ment and an employe of the city 
for 54 years, may not seek re-elez- 
tion in the council vote of Septem- 
ber 4, and that J. Charlie Bowen, 
employe of ‘the building inspex- 
tor’s division for more than ‘0 
years, may not offer to succeed 
himself, Neither could be reached 
yesterday. Bowen has been city 
building inspector for about ‘a 
quarter of a century. 

Dr. Kennedy has seen Atlanta 
grow from a modest community 
of 60,000 to its present 312,000.

Are Registered

Negroes plan to take their de- 
mands for participating in Demo- 
cratic primaries to the courts if 
refused ballots on July 4. 

At least 25,000 of Georgia’s ap- 
proximately 1,300,000 Negroes 
have registered to vote, reports 


man of the legal redress commit- 
tee of the National Association for 
Advancement of Colored People. 
Though not yet announced, the 
white vote is expected to be be- 
tween four and five hundred 
thousand. 

Leaders of the Atlanta chapter 
of NAACP, instructing Georgia 
Negroes to endeavor to vote, are 
urging them “not to create a dis- 
turbance and quietly leave the 
polls if you are refused.” 

Approximately 5,000 Atlanta 
Negroes are registered to vote. 
NAACP President C, L. Harper 
said Negroes were receiving ad- 
vice on voting procedure from 
John H., Calhoun, Atlanta Negro 
real estate agent. 

Calhoun, who said he would 
seek listing on the general elec- 
tion Georgia ballot as Republican 
opponent of Representative Ram- 
speck, Democratic whip in the 
house, told the chapter members 
not to blame election managers 
if they were denied ballots. 

“They will only be obeying in- 
structions of the party officials in 
Georgia,” he said. “The only way 
we can test the law, is to make 
every effort to vote and then take 
our case into court on refusal of 
the privilege.” 

In Columbus definite plans 
have been laid for a legal test of 
the refusal of the ballot to Ne- 
groes. A group will appear at the 
polls and when denied the ballot 
will take the matter to the state 
courts. A committee of Columbus 
Negroes has said the federal sit- 
uation was covered in the recent 
supreme court decision in a Texas 
case giving Negroes the right to 
vote.

“I’ve seen how it is over there,” 
he said. “The Army would no 
more think of going into battle 
without plasma than they would 
without ammunition or food ra- 
tions,” he explained. 


Tall, thin and appearing a bit 
tired, Fort was being prepared 
for the donor room as he talked. 
“That’s what plasma means over 
there,” he said as he went through 
the door with the nurse. 

Later, as he sipped orange juice 
in the canteen after donating a 
pint of blood, he pointed out that 
direct transfusions on the field 
are sometimes necessary because 
the right blood type is not avail- 
able. “We need to avoid that,” he 
said, 

Fort, a graduate of Emory Uni- 
versity, and formerly with the 
Atlanta bureau of the Associated 
Press, was returned to the Red 
Cross southeastern area headquar- 
ters here to serve in the public 
information office. Overseas it 
was his job to facilitate communi- 
cation between fighting men, their 
home and families.

The American commander esti- 
mated the number of German di- 
visions in France to be in the 
middle sixties, with 16 divisions 
or elements thrown against the 
entire Normandy bridgehead 
areas. 

Bradley said the enemy might

American troops since landing,

2 CRITICAL PERIODS 

Since D-Day, Bradley said, there 
were two critical periods when 
the Germans might have created 
serious situations by attacks in

force, both periods now past. The 
first was during the time when 
the doughboys: fought their way 
ashore at the central beachhead, 
when a reinforced division was 
striving to throw them back into 
the sea. The second, he said, was 
when American ‘forces trying to 
make junction between beach: 
heads secured north of Carentan, 
a soft spat at the time because 
it was a junction of the Ameri- 
can Seventh Corps on the penin- 
sula and the Fifth Corps on the 
central beachhead. Tank-support- 
ed doughboys in this case beat 
back a heavy German attack on 
Carentan and firmly established 
the junction. 

Bradley also had high praise 
for the support given the assault 
troops by the Navy, recalling that 
some warships ran to within 500 
yards of the beach in shelling ene- 
my strong points. He also praised 
the air forces which kept the ene- 
my’s reserves from forming in 
front of assault waves. 

The casualty cost to American 
forces is substantially above the 
price paid for other major opera- 
tions, but different factors make 
impossible any exact comparison. 

The closest comparison with an 
operation where American forces 
subdued a heavily‘fortified beach 
position probably is the Marines’ 
landings at Tarawa in the Gilbert 
Islands last year. There the total 
Marine casualties of 3,069 was 
made up of 958 dead, 2,084 
wounded and 27 missing. 

At Salerno, Italy, last Septem- 
ber, American forces. landed 
against heavy opposition to estab- 
lish a beachhead. The Army re- 
ported that six days of.fighting at 
the outset of that operation result- 
ed in 3,500 casualties of all cate- 
gories. 

In six days of fighting through 
the formidable Nazi defense lines 
just south of Rome, the American 
Army lost about 1,100 killed and 
3,900 wounded. 

Making impractical any com- 
parison of the losses in these bat- 
tles, however, are such factors as 
the total number of men involved, 
the area of fighting (the Norman- 
dy beachhead currently covers a 
60-mile strip of coast, compared 
with a mile or two of beach at 
Tarawa) and such intangible ele- 
ments as the psychology of the en- 
emy troops.

French Underground’s 
Sabotage Staggers Nazis 


SUPREME 


the invasion began June 6. 
The communique said French 


guerrilla operations were “in full 
swing,” despite the fact that nei- 


ther the supreme commander, 
General Eisenhower, nor the Fight- 
ing French leader, General Charles 
de Gaulle, had yet issued any gen- 
eral “call to arms” to the French 
people.

“Multiple and simultaneous 
cases of sabotage co-ordinated with 
the Allied effort,” were credited 
by the communique with consid- 
erably delaying the movement of 
German reserves to the Normandy 
battlefronts. 

It said sabotage of German traf- 
fic had completely stopped road 
and rail movements in the Rhone 
valley of southern Fu and that the 
French “men of the Maquis” had 
“gained full control” of some in- 
terior areas in_ street-by-street 
fights for villages and towns.

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Georgia Sues Railroads 


For Millions Damages 


By M. L. 8ST. JOHN. 

The state of Gceorgia is asking for itself and its shippers millions 
of dollars in damages and is requesting the United States supreme 
court to permanently prohibit the nation’s railroads from discrimi- 
nating against this state through unfair freight rates. 


Governor Arnall announced 
yesterday that a suit had been 
sent directly to the supreme court 
by the state. The brief listed 20 
of the principal railroads doing 
business between the “official” 
territory and Oe “southern” ter- 
ritory. 

The petition atienee the state, 
itself, has suffered damages to- 
taling at least $250,000 during the 
past 10 years. Under terms of the 
antitrust laws, it is entitled to re- 
cover three times this actual dam- 
age, or $750,000. 

2 MILLION LOSS 


The suit claims shippers doing 
business in Georgia have suffered 
not less than $2.000,000 annually, 
and they are entitied to recover 
treble this amount. 

The court is asked to order an 
accounting to determine just how 
much damages the state and its 
shippers are due, and to render a 
judgment to permit recovery of 
these amounts. .

to issue a permanent injunction 
preventing the railroads and their 
rate bureaus from conspiring to 
establish unfair rates which will 
prefer the ports of other states to 
those of Georgia. It urged that the 
rates now prevailing between 
Georgia ports and the north be 
decreed as unjust, unreasonable 
and prejudicial to this state and 
its shippers. 

Sixty rate-fixing bureaus of the 
railroads, aided by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, have con- 


spired to fix charges on Georgia’ 


shipments rated first class at ap- 
proximately 39 per cent. higher 
than charges for like distances on 
the same commodities between 
points in the north, the petition 
contends. 

Georgia claims it is forced to 
pay arbitrary rates on freight and 
submit to arbitary rules and reg- 
ulations established and maintain- 
ed by rate bureaus, headed by the 
Association of American Rail- 
roads. The defendants have re- 
fused to establish rates for car- 
rying freight based upon cost of 
construction and maintaining 
their several lines of railroad and 
cost of carrying the freight, but 
have set the arbitary rates. 
Through this conspiracy, the as- 
sociation has deprived Georgia of 
the cheaper rates and other bene- 
fits that might be expected from 
free competition between several 
lines of transportation. 


INJURED PORTS 


The suit claimed the ports of 
Savannah and Brunswick, which 
are large enough for boats, are 
injured because the defendants 
fix rates preferring the ports of 
Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York and: Boston. As an example, 
the petition says the first-class 
rates from Alton; I1l.; in “official” 
territory to Baltimore, Md., is 
$1.68 per 100 pounds, while to Sa- 
vannah, six miles less in distance, 
the rate is $2.39. 

A number of examples of dis- 
criminatory freight rates are cited 
in the suit, showing higher rates 
for Georgia on wine, lead pipe, 
work clothing, shoes, canned vege- 
tables and drugs. Wine shipped 
from Atlanta to Grand Rapids, 
Mich., costs 86 cents per 100 
pounds, while that shipped from 
New York to Grand Rapids—the 
same distance of 772 miles—costs 
only 68 cents. Clothing from Ma- 
con to Chicago costs $1.56, while 
clothing from Philadelphia _ to 
Chicago—same distance of 817 
miles—is only $1.12. Canned 
vegetables from Griffin to Chi- 
cago cost 62 cents, while those 
from Baltimore to Chicago, ap- 
proximately the same _ distance, 
cost only 47 cents to ship.

Uhl’s Headquarters Statt 
Housed Near Old Post Office 


By MARIE SMITH. 


By July 15 Major General Fred. | 
erick E. Uhl, commanding, Fourth | 
Service Command, wil! have his 
headquarters staff centralized in 
six buildings on “Army Block,” 
centering about the old post office. 

The centralization, already 75 
per cent complete, will mean an 
estimated saving of $900,000 a 
year to the Army, it reducing the 
amount of space held by Army! 
offices from 250,000 square feet as | 
of February, to 200,000 square | 
feet when the centralization is: 
completed. | 

General Uh] said his command 
here had been scattered over 15 
‘locations over the city and at Fort 
McPherson. All] the 40-odd offices 
will now be centralized in the 
Old Post Office building, the 
Walton building and a building 
on Fairlie street which has been 
named “Army Block building.” 
For convenience .of passage from 
the Post Office ‘building to the 
Army Block builf'ing, an over-the- 
street bridge will be constructed 
from the fifth fleors. 

Much of the space in three of 


the buildings is of loft type and 
the Army will spend between. 
$50,000 and $106,000 in -putting | 
them into condition. This cost 
will be made up in less than three 
months through the savings re- 


sulting from the move, General | 


Uhi! said. : 
The space vacated in other, 


buildings consisted of class A of- 
fices and rented fgr higher prices 
than the newly acquired space, 
he went on. 

General Uhl] reported that the 
number of civilians employed in 


headquarters has been reduced by 
240 since February. By Septem- 
ber this decrease in personnel is 
expected to reach 600. In many 
cases two persons will be able to 
do the work formerly done by 
three, 

Since plans for the bringing of 
headquarters offices to a central 
location, 360 enlisted men have 
been released from duty here. By 
September 30 this number will be 
increased to 476. None of the en- 
listed men released will be re 
placed, he said. 


Already the centralization pro- 
gram has released 80 truckloads 
of office furniture and equipment 
that will not be needed in the new 
offices. This includes 75 type- 
writers, 50 desks, 90 tables and 
75 chairs that will go into an 
Army depot for reissue. 

The move also means a tremen. 
dous saving in_ transportation, 
paper, manpower, time and light- 
ens the load on the telephone 
switchboard. 

. Now all officers will be within 
a few minutes walk of the com- 
manding general’s office.

Dehydration and egg 
powdering plants are working at 
the capacity of their labor, but 
still there are 25,000,000 dozen 
surplus eggs, Headquarters, Fourth 
Service Command, reports. 

If every family will buy an ex- 
tra dozen eggs immediately, it will 
help save the 25 million dozen 
eggs now in danger of spoilage. 
And the extra dozen may be 
stored in the home refrigerator 
and saved for the approaching 
season when egg production de- 
clines, headquarters’ officers re- 
mind.

ORAN, (Dela , — Hundreds 
of American sol , wounded in 
the Italian fighting, are moved 
across the Mediterranean and 
placed in North African hospitals. 
One of the hospi receiving 
these battle casualties is the For- 
ty-third General hogpital, known 
as “the Emory unit,” and com- 
posed largely of Georgians. 

The exact number or per cent 
of its patients who ‘ere frontline 
fighters cannot be tevealed but 
glancing over admission lists you 
see plenty of WIAs’—wounded in 
action. You see the name of their 
division and regiment and know 
they’ve been in a “ot of tough 
fighting. : 

One of the patients the Forty- 
third is very proud of is a Geor- 
gia soldier recently admitted. He 
joined the Third Division, one of 
the “fightingest” in the Army, as 
a replacement a week before 
Christmas, and participated in the 
Anzio-Nettuno beachhead opera- 
tions. A big shell exploded near 
him, the concussion knocking him 
a-winding and big fragments driv- 
ing into his shoulder and hip. 
JUST A BOY 

The soldier does not look like 
a soldier, as he is @ bright-eyed 
boy with a slightly fuzzed chin 
who looks’ more liké a candidate 
for a high school basketball team 
than a member of a crack infantry 
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outfit. The soldier, Private O. 
N. Williams had a birthday in the 
hospital. He was 19. His parents 
are Mr. and Mrs. L. M. Williams, 
of Eastonollee. 


The Forty-third has three Geor- 
gia lieutenants who were in the 
Italian fighting. Lieutenant James 
QO. Hoover, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. S. Hoover, of 1975 Green street, 
in Augusta, was struck in the leg 
by a concussion grenade during an 
attack near San Pietro. Lieutenarit 
W. S. Cason, husband of Mrs. 
Catherine ‘Cason and son of J. J. 
Cason, of Industrial City Gardens, 
Savannah, suffered a leg injury in 
the fighting around Mt. Lungo. 
He says the bullet that got him 
must have been a stray as he was 
behind some rocks when wounded, 
Both of these officers were com- 
pany commanders. Lieutenant 
Robert D. Wyton, whose wife, Mrs. 
Ruth Shelley Wyton, lives at Rock- 
mart, received shrapnel wounds in 
a German counter-attack near 
Venafro. | 


Robert N. Thacker, 21 a Ran- 
ger, of Columbus, participated in 
the fierce fighting at Venafro and 
came out unscathed. On his way 
back to rest camp he was wound- 
ed in an areial attack. In another 
of the ironies of war, Captain H. 
G, Stipe, whose wife lives in Fort 
Myers, Fla., and mother, Mrs. An- 
nie Stipe; in Carrollton, suffered 
a broken leg when the ambulance 
in which he was riding collided 
with a train, 


The 43rd General hospital was 
activated in the fall of 1942 at 
Camp Livingston, -La , and last fal 
arrived in Africa. It is command- 
ed by Colonel Leroy D. Soper, who 
was a medical officer in the last 
war and who is the only regular 
Army officer in the unit. Colonel 
Soper qualifies as a part-time 
Georgian, as he served a tour of 
duty at Fort Benning, but he calls 
Fort Smith, Ark., home. 


SOPER’S STAFF 


Directly under Colonel Soper 
are Lieutenant Colonel Richard E. 
Bowen, executive officer, of Rich- 
mond, Va.; Lieutenant Colonel Ira 
A, Ferguson, of 353 Argonne drive, 
N. W., chief of surgical service, 
and Lieutenant Colonel Richard

Since the first day of operation, 
when it received several hundred 
patients, until now, when. consid- 
erably more than a 1,000 are cared 
for, Colonel Soper has been proud 
of his unit.

Atlantan Sees M uch Excitement 
During 14 Months on PT Boat

After more than 14 months on 
a “PT” boat of the United States 
Navy in the Mediterranean thea- 


ter of war, Julian Richardson, 22, 
quartermaster, second class, is 
home'‘on a furlough. He is visit- 
ing at the home of his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Maurice L. Rich- 
ardson, of 645 Parkway drive, N. 
E., Atlanta. 

Richardson enlisted in the Navy 
of December 8, 1941, the day aft- 
er the attack on Pearl Harbor. 
During his overseas service, he 
has participated in six major cam- 
paigns—tfirst, at Cape Bon, in Tu- 
nisia; second, in the invasion of 
Pantelleria; third, in the invasion 
of Sicily; fourth, in the invasion 
of the Salerno sector of Italy; 
fifth, in the leapfrog action on 
the north coast of Sicily; and 
sixth, in action at the Anzio 
beachhead, south of Rome. 

Young Richardson is on fur- 
lough here to marry Miss Marga- 
ret Covert, of Meridian, Miss., 
next Sunday. It is a prewar ro- 
mance. After the honeymoon, he 
expects to report to a naval base 
in Rhode Island for reassignment 
to the “PT” service, this time in 
the Pacific war theater. 

“During this war, I’m -seeing 
the world—and how?” comment- 
ed Richardson. “But after it’s all 
over, you can just bet. that I’m 
going to be willing to stay home 
for good!” ) 

Life on a “PT” boat during 


theater. They were pleased with 
the work of the 43rd. 

Colonel Soper is amazed at the 
amount of equipment that has 
been shipped over. He says the 
43rd is as well equipped as first- 
class hospitals back in the States. 
Not a little of its equipment has 
been built by the hospital per- 
sonnel itself. Many of the tables 
used in the orthopedic surgery sec- 
tion are “home-made.” Colonel 
Soper praised-the Air Corps, Ord- 
nance and Engineers for helping 
them make what they couldn’t. 

The 43rd has had a few oppor- 
tunities to use the new drug peni- 
cillin, and in one recent case of 
bone infection following pneu- 
monia the results were called 
“reasonably good.” Penicillin is 
being used primarily on venereal 
patients, which are not treated at 
the 48rd. 

EFFECTS OF BATTLE SEEN 

It is inspiring to walk through 
the wards and see what is being 
done for the wounded in battle. 
Possibly, next to the front itself, 
a hospital is the best place to see 
the war. The personnel of the 
hospital is greatly impressed by 
the bravery of the men from the 
battlefields. Many are eager to 
return immediately. As one bad- 
ly wounded sergeant said, “I’ve 
got to get back; they can’t do with- 
out me.” Others are not eager 
to return; they go because it js 
their duty. Almost invariably, 
when a man can choose between 
going on limited service or re- 
turning to his old outfit, he will 


go back to his old outfit at the) g 


front. 

One of the best examples of the 
“battle anxiety” cases is a Ker- 
tucky soldier who'd fought excel- 
lently for a long time. One day 
he began to tremble and becanie 
cold; nobody was more surprised 


|ithan he when he found he could 


not go into battle. The strain of 
months of heavy fighting had hit 
him. 

Perhaps the most tragic of the 


|“battle dream” ‘cases is that of 4 


soldier: who had adopted, so to 
speak, two tiny Italian children. 
The children would come to the 
soldier’s foxhole and he would 
share his food and candy ration 
with them. He was assigned the 
mission of destroying a farm house 


Jin which the Germans had ma- 
‘| chineguns placed. He skillfully 


approached the farm house and 
hurled in his grenades. Every- 


|thing was silent and he kicked the 


door open. The scene he can’t 


*\ drive from his mind is the bodies 


of the two children on the floor, 
He hardly noticed the German sol: 
diers he’d killed. 
DENTAL SURGERY 

Some of the most interesting 
work is being done in dental sur: 
gery. Practically all dental surgery 
patients are WIAs—soldiers whos¢ 
ching, jaws or teeth have been 


| shattered by machinegun, rifle bul- 


lets or shrapne!, Their faces are 
ali bandaged up and you can’t tell 
much about them until you are 
shown the X-ray pictures. Then 


|you see how bones have been 
‘isplintered and some teeth knock- 
ed out and others almost driven 


out of the mouth by the impact of 
the bullet or shrapnel. One bullet 
entering the mouth went into the 
throst and stopped against the sol- 


| dier’s spina] cord. 


In some of these lower face 


jwourds plastic surgery may be 


necessary to permit a man to eat 
more easily or to make him more 


big wound heals, the skin is pull- 
ed so it is almost impossible for 
the soldier to eat. In a case like 
this, there is a plastic operation. 
Plastic surgery to improve the ap- 
pearance is not done over here; it 
is done when the convalescent 
reaches the States. 

The hospital is doing extensive 
work on “trench foot,” which has 
removed so many men from duty 
in Italy. A few weeks ago Ernie 
Pyle gave a layman’s report on 
how much trouble it has caused. 
General Devers was particularly 
interested in seeing what was be- 
ing done in regard to “trench 
foot” when he visited the hospital. 
The disease may cause the loss of 
toes and possibly the entire foot. 


NO TYPHUS PATIENT 


Despite the recent epidemic in 
Naples, the Forty-third has not had 
a single typhus patient. It’s han- 
dled some malaria but all of it 
was in the recurrent form. Some 
time ago there was one of those 
“upside-down stomach” cases, as 
the newspapers call them. Ac- 
cording to the medical men, the 
soldier suffered . diaphragmatic 
hernia. Anyway, he recovered. 

Several casualties from the 
Japanese battalion fighting in 
Italy have been admitted to the 
Forty-third. . 

The hospital is “out in the coun- 
try” away from the stench and 
filth that are a part of North Af- 
rican cities, The country is green, 
pretty and clean. The rolling hills 
with red soil look like north Geor- 


ia. 
The hospital has no fancy build- 
ings—only stone and Nissen huts 
and tents. The patients who are 
in serious condition are placed in 
stone wards; the less serious in 
tent wards. All wards are heated. 
All officers live in pyramidal 
tents, which aren’t heated. The 
same is true of the nurses. Four 
are in each tent. 


“It would be nice to get up by|G 


a fire,” one of the nurses said, 
“but we have it so much better 
than the ones in evacuation :hos- 
pitals at the front we can’t com- 
plain. We have almost the same 
hours we had back in civilian 
days. We have plenty of oppor- 
tunity for social life.” The main 
difference, she said, is that an 
Army nurse is assigned more pa- 
tients than she was in a civilian 
hospital. ) 

INTEREST IN CHAPEL 


Their food is good. The other 
Sunday they had: fried chicken, 
southern style. 

Even with the rigid military dis- 
cipline, wher you visit the Forty- 
third, you somehow are reminded 
of a small town. Possibly this 
because everyone seems to take an 
interest in the chapel, and you 
hear so many fine things about 
the chaplains. Protestant services 
are conducted by Chaplain Ralph 
M. Anderson, of Drexel Hill;-Pa., 
and Catholic by Chaplain Vincent 
J. Brosnan, of New York. An 
Italian prisoner of war ‘has paint- 
ed a beautiful picture for the 
chapel. 

You are not at the hospital long 
before you see the splendid work 
being done by the Red _ Cross, 
which is directed by Miss Helen 
Woods, of Philadelphia, who once 
was an employe of Glynn county 
health department. She is assist- 
ed by Miss Agnes Schuldt, who 
taught at Randolph-Macon; Miss 
Dorothy Cohen, of Pittsburgh, and 
Miss Katherine Wolff, of Mt, Ver- 
non, N. YY. Miss Leonora §Spen- 
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cer, of Rock Hill, S. C., is secre- 
tary. 

Movies are shown for bed-rid- 
den patients. Craft work is en- 
couraged, especially among pa- 


purses are made from leather and 
bracelets and other trinkets from 
aluminum and other metal sal- 
vaged from wrecked planes. 
When a patient just has to re- 
member someone having a birth- 
day, a Red Cross girl goes into 
town and buys a gift. If a patient 
is worried about any personal 
matter at home, the Red Cross 
looks inte it. The Red Cross hut 
has books, games, and writing 
material. Some of the packages

MANY GEORGIANS 


Almost all the professional of- 
ficers are from Georgia, while 
most of the administrative officers 
are Yankees.

Convict Killed 
At State Prison 


James Earnest Heard, 29-year- 
old white man, serving a life term 
at Tat‘nall state prison for mur- 
der, is the second slaying victim 
at the institution within the past 
week, F. R. Hammack, director of 
the State Department of Correc- 
tions, announced yesterday. 

Heard was struck in the head 

with a baseball bat’ by another 
white prisoner, it was said, fol- 
lowing an altercation’June 15. He 
died yesterday. 
Last Monday a Negro convict, 
Benjamin Hughes, was cut to 
death with a bread ‘knife wield- 
ed by a white convict, according 
to Hammack. | 

Heard was convicted of murder 
in Dade county in: September, 
1941, and received a !ife sentence. 
His home was at Henegar, Ala. 
He escaped from Fayette coun- 
ty camp in November, 1942, and 
was recaptured September 3, 1943.

Syphilis Cure 
Cut to 8 Days 


* Using penicillin, the Public 
Health Centers at Augusta and 
Savannah have reduced the time 
of syphilis treatment from eight 
weeks to eight days, the state de- 
partment of health has disclosed: 

These two Georgia centers have 
been designated by the penicillin 
panel of the National Research 
Council to act as units in the 
evaluation of penicillin in the 
treatment of syphilis. 

Another short treatment has 
been devised for those patients 
who cannot take penicillin. It is 
a rapid method of arseno-therapy 
which permits patients to be dis- 
missed within eight days. 

Adoption of these _ short-time 
schedules should serve as induce- 
ment to infected persons to ac- 
cept the services of the medical 
centers on a voluntary basis, the 
department said.

Summertime brings a few new 
problems to the Victory garden- 
ers, Most of us have learned when 
the earliest , 
planting dates 
occur in our 
sectionand 
now we come 
to that period 
of the year 
when we must 
also know the @ 
latest safe #23

For example, #332; 
we know that :4 
it is now too 
late to plant 
the cool weath- 
er plants such 
as beets, car- Elbridge Freeman, 
rots and most greens, 


Now we must be concerned with 
our summer vegetables and how 
late they can be planted and still 
we can be assured of a profitable 
crop. 

Sweet potatoes may be planted 
until July 1 or 10, pole beans un- 
til August 1, bush snap beans and 
bush butter beans until August 15, 


The germination of seeds during 
the hot summertime brings on a 
new problem of moisture. Most 
seeds germinate most easily in 
cool but not cold, moist soil. In 
the summertime this is not the 
case generally. 


In sowing seeds in hot, dry 
weather, for late crops of short- 
harvest varieties, it is usually 
more difficult to obtain good ger- 
mination than it is in the cool, 
moist weather of spring. 


Special precautions should 
therefore be taken. Drills should 
be made deeper than in the spring 
and the soil thoroughly soaked 
along them. Then sow the seed 
and do not cover them sufficiently 
to fill the drill entirely, but leav- 
ing a slight depression which will 
catch any moisture that may fall 
in dews or light rains. 


If, in addition, the row can be| 8 


covered with narrow boards, to 
shade the soil from the sun and 
check evaporation, germination 
will usually result in normal time. 
Lacking such boards, the row may 
be covered with paper, or burlap. 
The board is preferable, and it can 
be lifted an inch or so above the 
ground, on cross pieces of wood, 
so that air circulates freely be- 
neath it, if desired, to check any 
danger of damping off. 


It is important to prevent the 
formation of a soil crust over 
seeds before they have germinat- 
ed. This may result from a heavy 
rain, followed by baking in the 
hot sun. In clay soil it may pre- 
vent the seeds from emerging. 
Shading avoids this danger. 

Whatever shading material is 
used, as soon as the seeds appear 
above the surface it must be lift- 
ed to allow full sunlight to the 
young plants. Until these have 
become well established, daily 
sprinkling with a hose will prove 
beneficial. 

Except for such a specific pur- 
pose, however, the Victory garden 
should never be sprinkled. Dust 
should be encouraged to form over 
the soil; it will enable air to pen- 
etrate and rains to soak in. 

Another summer problem is the 
proper care of tomatoes, and this 
is particularly important since the 
tomato is the most popular of all 
Victory garden vegetables. 

For the space occupied, toma- 
toes are so productive that small 
gardens should grow them; but to 
do so efficiently special methods 
should be applied. 

Commercial growers of toma- 
toes, having plenty of space at 
their disposal, and desiring to 
economize on labor, let them 
sprawl on the ground, and grow 
as large as they will. Experi- 
ments have proved that this way 
the largest crop is produced at the 
lowest cost.

$15,000 BOND

pons and held under $15,000 bond, 
is said to be “distributor” for a 
black market ring operating in the 
eastern states. 

Found in Garlenger’s possession 
were a number of “C-2” gasoline 
coupons which OPA officials said 
were counterfeit. Others were is- 
sued to an express truck traveling 
from Benton Harbor, Mich., to 
Tampa, Fla., and still others were 
stolen in the burg'ary of a ration 
board at Baton Rouge, La. 
Following the arrest of Garlen- 
ger, Police Chief John Newberry, 
of Columbus, Ga., announced the 
arrest of two men—George Tur- 
ner, of Albany, and Joe Flamen- 
baum, of Benton Harbor, and the 
recovery of 20,000 gallons worth 
of gas coupons and sugar coupons 
good for five tons. 

Both the sugar and gasoline 
coupons recovered in Columbus 
were obviously counterfeit, Chief 
Newberry said, 

Turner and Flamenbaum admit- 
ted knowing Garlenger, Chief 
Newberry continued, but he said 
the three apparently had no con- 
nection with Barney Berry, At- 
lanta fugitive, and Joe candall, 
of Bremen, Ga., captured several 
weeks ago in Columbus with 200,- 
000 gallons worth of gasoline cou- 
pons.

Casualties of American forces from D-Day through last Friday 
at midnight have been reported. 

The long-feared report, for which more than a million persons 
have waited with fear and trembling, is one which brings news 
of death but so little death that the nation cannot fail to greet 
_it with a sigh of relief and thanks to God. 

In 11 days of the worst fighting, including the highly dangerous 
landings on the beaches of France, 3,283 Americans died and 
12,600 were wounded, a total of 15,883 casualties. 

From England comes the news that our medical planning was 
so well done that of the 12,600 wounded less than one per cent 
have died, or may be expected to die. 

We join with the rest of the nation in tribute to those who 
gave their lives in this cause. To their loved ones the casualty 
list is the worst list that could have come. On them falls the full 
weight of sorrow and suffering. To them goes the sincere, heart- 
felt sympathy of all the nation. 

Viewed as a-campaign, however, the losses are so extremely 
light as to compel one to believe that our generals and admirals 
planned with a skill and a thoroughness hitherto unknown in 
military history. Also there is the inescapable belief that the 
prayers of millions were in great part answered. 

No one dreamed, in the most optimistic of moods, that the 
defensive wall of “Festung Europa” would be breached and 11 
days of fighting follow in which our losses would be 3,283 men 
killed. : 

It is news to be received not, of course, with rejoicing, but 
with solemn thanks to our leaders in the war and to God under 
whose shadow we both live and die.

Well-Meant, But Futile 


Senator Gillette (Democrat, Iowa) has introduced a bill which 
would limit total expenditures in behalf of any candidate for the 
presidency to $2,000,000 and those for a vice president to $1,000,000. 

Another Gillette proposal also would outlaw the publishing of 
“scurrilous” or “fraudulent” literature tending to incite race or 
religious hatred. 

The first bill regulating the sums to be spent, is well-meant, 
but futile. Money spent in national elections is spent by indivi- 
duals, county and state organizations and by the national party’s 
campaign officials. There is no way to check it. The Gillette bill 
wil] do no real harm, except. to drive underground the spending. 
‘It will do no real good. It is futile. : 

The Hatch act, which the Republicans expect to repeal once 
in office, is an example. It penalizes the party in power and 
leaves to the party seeking office unregulated activity and spend- 
ing. It has not checked spending, but has driven spending an 
“political activity” underground. ' 

As for the other proposal, we are against it. The Atlanta Con- 
stitution consistently has exposed and fought “scurrilous and 
fraudulent” literature (of which Georgia has its share) cal- 
culated to incite race or religious hatreds. . 

But we oppose Mr. Gillette's bill prohibiting it because nowhere 
is provided, and in no way may it be provided, that a competent 
person or persons shall be appointed to say what is “fraudulent” 
and what is “scurrilous.” 

Such a bill would open the way to all sorts of abuses, just as 
the postal department has, from time to time, abused its regu- 
latory privileges. 

Persons of character can end such “literature” by repudiating 
it so emphatically that it is impotent and perishes in its own slime.

The Dog Bites 
The Man Again 


The dog has bit the man again. 

This happened in a house committee report 
on Pearl Harbor’s disastrous December 7, 1941. 
That was the day the Little Brown Brother’s | . 
fighter planes and bombers came out of the sky to all but rémove 
from us our small Pacific fleet. F hope bombings: and victory 

will not cause us to forget. 


The house committee, after what must have been considerable 
labor, comes up with a report which will, I imagine, make the 
public have less regard for congressional committee reports. 


The committee found that a hard-drinking colonel and a hard- 
drinking contractor, of German birth, were very, very friendly in- 
deed. The contractor Was one of those large-natured, free-with-the- 
liquor contractors such as have been familiar figures around almost 
any legislative session in almost any state. Sometimes they attai 
some little power in the administrations of governors. : 

I would not doubt for a moment that, even as the report says, 
this Honolulu contractor had cheap women out on. his yacht and 
free liquor. I would not argue that the colonel was not a frequent 
and willing patron of the refreshments and amusements offered by 
the contractor. One does not have to go to Honolulu to see that 
sort of thing. 

But, the committee report is based on the fact that “had the air- 
craft warning system been completely installed the approach of 
the Japanese planes would have been detected.” 

The implication is the disaster might otherwise have been pre- 
vented. 

Now, every American (except our 20,000,000 persons who are so 
lost in ignorance they don’t know we have lost the Philippines) 
knows that on the morning of the attack, the detector system, in- 
complete though it was, did detect the planes in plenty of time to 
give warning. 

A sergeant heard the planes. He reported them. ‘The officer to 
whom he reported them brushed off the report as meaningless. 
“Probably our own patrol,” he said. 

A few minutes later history and horror were exploding around 
them. 


COMPLETE REPORT So, the house report, while interesting 


and presenting one small piece of the 
picture, is just an item that is common gossip anywhere millions 
in contracts are to be had. 

The detector system worked: even if it wasn’t completed. 

So, while it may be a fine idea to try both of those mentioned 
‘and see if we can’t send them to Leavenworth for a long time, the 
‘report doesn’t prove anything. 

There was one thorough report, all of which has not yet been 
made public. The committee was headed by Mr. Justice Owen J. 
Roberts, of the United States supreme court. He was a Repub- 
lican, too, and not one politically friendly to the President. He is 
a tough dissenter and he went after the facts of Pearl Harbor. And 
got them. 

They found it was not booze, as some persons tried to make out, 
nor was it contractors, but a failure of the commanding officers to 
maintain the proper sort of vigilance and regulations. 

. The inescapable fact is the planes were detected but the spirit 
and the mental attitude of the command was such the warning was 
ignored. 

As a result some 3,000 Americans were killed and wounded. 


HOME PRODUCT It is my idea that Pearl Harbor was, as 
much as anything else, a home product. 
We all had a hand in the guilt. 

For 25 years we had been telling the young men of the genera- 
tion fighting this war that war was useless; that only saps went 
to war. We had encouraged them to sign pledges not to take up 
arms even if this country was attacked, and we just loved those who 
told us this nation never would be attacked. We whooped it up for 
those who spoke out against appropriations to build the 5,000 planes 
requested. We were quick to cry “war monger” at any who men- 
tioned the possibility of war. 

We were applauding people who told us we had lost our cour- 
age and our vision and our ability to build. As late as 1941 Lind- 
bergh was getting a big hand for saying, in a speech, that it was 
dangerous for this country to get into war because we couldn’t 
hope to compete with Germany in building planes and preparing 
for war. 

At the very moment of the attack which was to destroy our 
Pacific fleet and kill and wound some 3,000 of our men, Wheeler 
and Nye and the “America First” crowd were either speaking or 
preparing to speak to crowds eager to hear them say we could go 
right on.sleeping, no one would attack us. ' 

So, I say all of us are to blame for Pearl Harbor. 

But there is a difference in degree. When the war is done the 
guilty officers ought to be tried and when they are tried I hope 
we are not in such a forgiving mood we will forget the 3,000 dead 
and wounded and the tragic smashing of our fleet and the thousands 
more that have died because that fleet was missing.

Today, and for many days past, there has 
been but one topic of news or comment, of con- 
: . versation or of thought; one great story which 

dominates the world of news to the exclusion 
of all lesser affairs. 


That story is, of course, the story of the war. Every one of us 
who knows anything, knows that all else is inconsequential beside 
the progress of the world struggle for freedom or for slavery. 


It may, if you pause to consider your daily newspaper or your 
magazine, your radio broadcasts or your private talks with friends, 
appeal to you, sometimes, as apt to become monotonous. It may— 
it does—sometimes occur to editors or columnists or commentators 
that it would be highly desirable to offer some altogether different 
subject, occasionally, just for the sake of variety. 


HUMAN ODDITIES There has never been a situation in the 

Es world which did not reveal a few of 
those oddities in human form whose manner of thought is utterly 
inexplicable to everyone else. 


For instance, there was the woman who wrote to this paper 
asking us to discontinue all news of the war. She said she didn’t 
read any of it, herself, because it was “so depressing,” but she 
complained it crowded out of the columns other reading matter she 
did want to look over. 


Surely there could be only one such obtuse a person in the city 
or state, you would think. But no. There was another. Also a 
woman. (I’m not attacking the sex, ladies, merely truthfully 
reporting.) 

This other woman telephoned one of the local radio stations 
on D-Day and asked if they wouldn’t discontinue those broadcasts 
about the invasion so that some of her favorite soap opera serials 
could come on the air again. 


Those two will never wake up. 


WHAT OTHER STORIES ARE THERE? What other stories 


, of interest are 
there in the world today? é, 

Politics? Well, the outcome of the coming presidential cam- 
paign will probably depend upon the progress of the war between 
now and November, And, to most of us, the only reason we care 
who is elected is because we think our candidate is better fitted 
as commander-in-chief while we fight and as our representative in 
international affairs while we try to shape a new world of peace. 


Sports? Of no importance whatever save as they provide re- 
Jaxation for war workers and save as they continue and preserve 
one of the normal facets in American life for the day when our boys 
come home. 


Strikes? Of no general interest at all, save for the disgust 
aroused within our hearts at the realization there are Americans 
who would betray the fighting men of the nation who depend 
upon the home front for their essential equipment and supplies. 


Crime and accident? Utterly inconsequential, individual items 
which arouse only a mild wonder that there are folks who are 
such bad, or such careless, citizens at a time like this. 


EVEN THE CHURCH Even today’s interest in church and 


religion is all bound up in the war. 
For we know that survival of the Christian church of today de- 
pends upon defeat of the self-proclaimed pagan state of Germany 
and the idolatrous land of Japan. 


And the church of today which would ignore the war—if such 
there be—and thereby betray the trust placed in it by it young 
men now far away in the armed services, cannot long survive, for 
it is dead and the only thing to do with the dead is to bury them 
and mourn the cause of their passing. — 


Even the fundamental facts of life—birth, marriage, death—are 
war-connected nowadays. 

For we think, whenever we hear of a baby born, of our respon- 
sibility to guard him against another world war just as he is 
reaching manhood, : 

When we read of a marriage, the groom is, more often than 
not, in uniform. And, whether service connected or not, we think 
of the bravery of young folks setting out to create a home and 
build new life together into the uncertain world of today. 

And when we think of death we think only of all death and 
regret that those who go could not stay among us until the final 
victory is won. 

No, even at the risk of monotony, you may expect the flavor 
of war in everything you read and until after that glad day 
when the news communique from supréme headquarters tells us 
the last round has been fired from the final gun of World War II.

Text and Pretext 


I have just come across some 
notes which I took on a speech 
delivered in Atlanta by Raymond 
Robbins in January, 1926. With a 
vividness of description and a 
dramatic power which I have sel- 
dom, if ever, heard equaled, he 
depicted the horrors of war. He 
spoke of the slaughter of millions 
of “creative youth” of the world, 
the destruction of material wealth 


and art, which it had taken cen- 

turies for the nations to accumu- 

late, and the unleashed passions, 

and lowered moral _ standards 

which followed in its wake. 

His audience was then prepared 
hear, and approve of, his 


enlightened sentiment as would 
“outlaw war,” and make it a 
crime among the nations. Ray- 
mond Robbins was one of a very 
distinguished group—the leader of 
which was Senator Borah—who 
was preaching this gospel to make 
an “outlaw of war.” How well I 
can recall that group today. It 
was a group of perfectionists, who 
kept us from entering the League 
of Nations, because they were un- 
willing for our nation to unite 
with any organization which even 
recognized the possibility of an- 
other war. To enter the League 
we might be called upon to disci- 
pline, or punish some other nation 
which violated its mandate. 


An Outlaw 


Today when we are facing the 
horrors of that war which these 
gentlemen were too perfect even 
to recognize as possible in the fu- 
ture, it would be well to pause 
and analyze the tragic mistake 
they made. The very slogan they 
used, “outlaw war,” was confusing 
to any clear thinking. “Outlaw 
war” is a misleading figure of 
speech, with which we personify 
war. We do not really outlaw 
stealing, but make it qa crime un- 
der the law. It is the thief who 
becomes an outlaw, because he 
has violated the provisions of the 
law. So it is folly to talk about 
outlawing the abstraction “war.” 
But if we are trying to prevent 
an aggressor nation making war, 
it is the aggressor nation who dis- 
turbs the peace of the world, who 
must be outlawed. 

But before we can talk about 
“outlaws” among the nations, 
there must be some laws to which 
the nations acknowledge obedi- 
ence. Prior to 1914 there was a 
body of rules and regulations rec- 
ognized as “international law.” It 
had grown up gradually out of 
treaties and conventions made be- 
tween the nations. But not all the 
nations of the world had signed 
any .one of these agreements. 
These agreements dealt almost en- 
tirely with the making and waging 
of war. These was little, if any- 
thing, calculated to, or intended to, 
prevent wars. It was rather an ef- 
fort to civilize war, and in its 
last analysis to legalize war. 

There was no power back of 
these so-called laws for their en- 
forcement. There was an interna- 
tional court established at The 
Hague for the arbitration of dif- 
ference between nations, but this 
was not recognized even by all 
the great powers, and it had no 
force back of its decisions. When 
World War I broke out it was 
revealed that treaties had only 
the value of “scraps of paper,” and 
the last vestiges of “International 
Law” have been swept away by 
World War II. 


Law and Order 


It seems now so horribly ob- 
vious, that in order to have any 
real .international .laws, under 
which all the nations are to live, 
we must have some form of in- 
ternational legislature to make 
those laws. The utter weakness 
of The Hague tribunal was to be 
found in the fact that a court can 
not legislate. It can do nothing 
more than interpret the laws 
which have been established by a 
legislative body. It must be ap- 
parent now, that even then, the 
decisions of such a court will have 
no finality unless they have back 
of them a police power sufficient 
to enforce them, 


Of course, the creation of such 


an international body would be 
in the nature of an international 
treaty, and its powers limited by 
the terms and conditions of the 
treaty. The jurisdiction of such 
a body would be strictly limited 
to questions of international rela- 
tions, for the purpose of preserv- 
ing peace and cultivating mutual 
co-operation for world prosperity. 

Entrance into such an interna- 
tional organization will, of course, 
involve risks. But will such risks 
be comparable to living once more 
in a lawless world? Our sons are 
fighting around the world today 
for the actual preservation of our 
right to govern ourselves, and for 
the liberation of captive peoples, 
just because there was no united 
power to outlaw and punish gang- 
ster nations. Surely the people of 
this country will be ready after 
this repeated “slaughter of the 
creative youth” of the world to 
unite with the other nations, in 
creating a world of law and order.

WHALE OF A STORY

Last week, there was a whale of 
a news story sent out of Washing- 
ton but due to a rather large group 
of Allied soldiers being transfer- 
red from. Britain to France the 
story did not get much attention. 
Anyway, it told how the diplomats 
of seven great nations reached a 
solemn agreement that one blue 
whale equals 2% =hump-back 
whales and that one blue is the 
agreed equivalent of two fine 
whale or six sei whales. The table 
of whale values is set down in a 
protocol signed by the govern- 
ments of the United States, Great 
Britain, South Africa, Australia, 
Canada, New Zealand, and Nor- 
way, regulating the taking of 
whales as soon as the war ends 
and the whalers can go back to 
work. The agreement must be 
ratified by the United States sen- 
ate and at present is being studied 
by the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee.

Georgia Won't Follow 
Texas, Mississippi

In those states, you know, anti-Roosevelt 
Democratic committees have threatened to have the electors dis 
regard the people’s votes and cast the states’ ballots as they please 
-—should the national Democratic convention fail to suit them. 


The presidential electors are nominated by political parties and 
voted on, themselves, by the people in the general election in No 
vember. Democratic electors are placed at the bottom of the Demo 
cratic ticket, and, if the Democratic candidate for President carries 
the state these electors invariably cast the state’s ballots for this 
nominee. Texas and Mississippi have threatened to have the elec 
tors withhold their states’ ballots should Roosevelt win the people’s 
vote, unless the national convention suits them. 


Such threats are termed as “nothing short of treason” by Chat» 
man J. Lon Duckworth, of the Georgia Democratic executive com- 
mittee. 


“When the people vote for a candidate for President, they want 
their presidential electors to cast the state’s ballot for this man,” 
Duckworth said. “To do otherwise would be to steal the election 
from the people.” 


Duckworth predicts the Georgia committee will instruct its 


nominees for presidential electors to cast ballots for the Democratie 
candidate carrying the state. And he is sure these gentlemen will 
truly represent the state’s vote. 


Efforts are being made, however, to have Georgia follow the 
example of Texas and Mississippi. Telephone calls and letters have 
come to Georgia leaders within the past few days. Under some 
other gubernatorial administration, Georgia might have followed— 
or led—such a revolt from the Democratic party. But today, Gow 
ernor Arnall is in the Roosevelt bandwagon, and Chairman Duck- 
worth says. Georgia electors will carry out the will of Georgia 
people. 


FOR WALLACE Georgia’s delegation to the Chicago national

Not long ago I happened to attend a meeting in a middle-western 
community devoted to postwar planning.

NEW POINT OF VIEW 


Now, patently, this is an extraor- 
dinary point of view and a new 
one in America that has grown up 
in the past few years. In the argu- 
ments which ensued it was appar- 
ent none of the protestants seemed 
to understand that the govern- 
ment, in the American conception 
of Democracy, was not something 
separate and apart from them but 
was actually themselves. They ap- 
peared to be enchanted by the idea 
that whatever they did—whether 
they loafed, whether they were 
dishonest, whether they played the 
slot machines, whether they chose 
to do nothing at all, “the govern- 
ment” had an obligation to look 
after them. 

GOVERNOR SPEAKS 

Only the other day one of the 
ablest of our governors made a 
minority speech at the governors” 
conference in which he insisted 
upon the principle of postwar fed- 
eral aid for one of the country’s 
largest and richest industrial cities. 
Nowhere in his speech did he re- 
fer to the fact that the real estate 
owners and chamber of commerce 
people in that city had made he- 
roic efforts to bring more and 
more war industries into a city al- 
ready over-crowded, _ ill-housed 
and ridden with labor and social. 
problems. 

In other words, that the boosters 
were willing and eager to take 
the great profits of the boom pe- 
riod out when the boom ceased 
and profits became liabilities, they 
wanted the taxpayers of the rest 
of the country to come in and help 
take care of the problem they 
themselves had created. 

The truth was, of course, that 
most of the war-born industries 
should have been distributed 
among other less centralized in- 
dustrial cities which could have 
taken up the slack more easily. 
Other points overlooked were that 
federal aid is seldom given with- 
out strings attached which limit 
and corrupt the initiative and in- 
dependence of every citizen and 
that money for federal aid and re- 
lief only comes out of your pock- 
ets and mine by way of taxes. 

One encounters more and more 
frequently this idea that federal 
money for states and municipali- 
ties comes out of thin air, a kind 
of gift from God. It comes out 
of the pockets of citizens. That 
is why some farmers and low- 


their compatriots saw.

here has been no major op- 
eration in which one or another 
person has not made the correct 
forecast. Scores have predicted 
that we would invade before June 
15. “Invasion weather” has been 
discussed in the press. Leading 
military authorities, including 
General Eisenhower, have pre- 
dicted European victory in 1944, 
which obviously meant invasion 
early this summer. Since, in war, 
everybody distrusts what he hears, 
the exact truth may be more de- 
ceptive than a lie. 


Our landing in North Africa 
was known to many, yet it came 
as a surprise. The reasons were 


again the same—the war of 
nerves, and confusion. In the 


case of the German attack on 
Russia the facts are notorious. 
Early in May, ’41, Professor Karl 
Bomer, then head of the foreign 
press department of the German 
propaganda ministry, told a num- 
ber of people at a cocktail party 
attended by foreigners, amongst 
them a member of the Bulgarian 
embassy, that Hitler was going to 
attack Russia in June. The in- 
formation substantiated what. 
Anglo-American agents had al- 
ready reported. But apparently 
the Russians were most incredu- 
lous. The attack was @ surprise. 


That did not help Professor 
Bomer. He was fired in May, 
1941, sentenced to two years im- 
prisonment, released early in 1942, 
sent to the Russian front as a pri- 
vate, and killed. Yet, the mere 
fact of him being fired, in ad- 
vance of the attack—an action 
amounting to confirmation of his 
revelation—probably was _ interp- 
reted in just the opposite way. 

In the final analysis, every good 
observer, for whichever side, has 


to depend upon his eyes and 
brains—not on his ears, growing 
longer at cocktail parties.

Here are the suggestions—in ad- 
dition to the obvious pledge of sup- 
port for the war—given by Re- 
publican voters to field reporters 
for the Gallup Poll in all parts of 
the United States: 

1. Republican voters would 
have one plank of the Republican 
party platform include a pledge 
to eliminate wasteful, nonwar 
spending, and to pare down the 
total tax bill. In line with this, 
they feel the Republican party 
should pledge the elimination of 
numerous nonwar bureaus now 
functioning in Washington. This 
emphasis upon curtailed spending 
is consistent with other poll find- 
ings showing government extra- 
vagance and increased taxes to be 
high on the list of public worries. 

2. Also in line with earlier 
polls is the suggestion that a plank 
of the Republican platform urge 


stricter control of labor unions. 
The public has expressed concern 
time and again in surveys over 
what it terms “coddling of labor.” 
If the Republican voters had their 
way, the G. O. P. would pledge 
putting a stop to wartime strikes, 
urging more_ responsible labor 
union leadership and incorporat- 


ing unions. 

3. Voters would also have the 
platform stress that steps be taken 
to avoid postwar depression and /| 
unemployment, that jobs be pro-| 
vided for all after the war, espe- 
cially returning soldiers, and that 
bonuses for soldiers and aid for 
disabled veterans be provided for. 
This suggestion also. reflects 
earlier opinion § studies. Aside 
from purely military concerns, 
postwar employment has been 
found to be one of the chief wor- 
ries of the public. 

4. Republican voters would fur- 
thermore have their party come 
out against any extension of fed- 
eral control, and pledge to a cut- 
ting down on _ federal control 
whenever possible. 

5. In line with the thinking of 
the vast majority of U. S. citizens, 
Republican voters favor co-opera- 
tion with other nations in enforc- 
ing peace through some sort of 
world union after this war. They 
would include this in the Repub- 
lican party platform. 

6. A majority of Republican 
voters have shown, themselves in 
earlier Gallup surveys to favor a 
two-term presidential: limitation 
by constitutional amendment. 
This finds reflection in the sug- 
gestion that the Republican party 
adopt a plank limiting all presi-

“Which one of all your three 
hundred and fifty girls in this 
county can make the lightest bis- 
cuit?” you ask Mrs. Proctor, and 
she smiles a little tolerantly, as if 
you ought to know that making a 
light biscuit is mere child’s play 
for a 4-H’er.

Those girls have much 
More beauty than Nancy Hart, 
who was a little on the homely 
side, so the stories go, but they 
are her kindred in courage and 
accuracy. Two of the best shots 
among them were GENE HOBBS, 
who went off to college this year, 
and TOPPY HARDY, who uses an 
expert left-hand with her rifle and 
who moved off to Hogansville.

And if you want to see a 
smooth-running ‘outfit, you ought 
to drop in at one of Mrs. Proctor’s 
camps some day. In addition to 
the fun and frolicking, and the 
contests with their friendly rival- 
ry and excitement, there is a 
streamlined housekeeping setup. 
Groups for dishwashing, groups 
for cooking, groups for house- 
cleaning. It’s amazing to behold. 
Another home _ demonstration 
agent, holding a camp last week 
and urging her girls to hurry 
about the dish washing so they 
could. go out under the stars for 
a vesper program, told them “Mrs. 
Proctor’s girls can wash dishes in 
five minutes.” They can, too. And 
the operation is complete, from 
raking the scraps off the plate to 
sweeping around where the 
crumbs fall. They whisk the thing 
through like magic. You'd think 
the elves you used to read about 
when you were five had been a 
work. They have achieved the su- 
perb art of doing what is often 
considered a menial task with dis- 
patch and grace. 

“And you must be careful of 
your own personal appearance 
around the dishpan, too,” she tells 
them. “It will count off if you 
look, when you get through, as 
though you had been in the dish- 
pan yourself.” She doesn’t go in 
for this business of housewives 
slopping around in run-over shoes, 
and old sleazy dresses just be- 
cause nobody is around. MHouse- 
keeping is a fine art, she thinks, 
and a housekeeper needs to be 
personally attractive while she is 
at it, just like any woman who 
runs any other important business 
or profession. 

Mrs. Proctor lives alone, in her 
ancestral home in Warm Springs 
where she was born. She has a 
collie, Jack, that was hurt last 
year by a car and spent 28 days 
in the hospital. When she isn’t 
busy teaching Georgia girls how 
to keep Georgia homes, she paints. 
Her house is full of landscapes 
and flower paintings she has done. 
She does handwork, afghans and 
things like that. And she grows 
bulbs by the hundreds. Her 
grounds are full of blossoming 
beauty in spring. 


‘She has been to the little White 
House numerous times, at the in- 
vitation of Mrs. Roosevelt, who is 
a member of their civic club over 
there. And she has also been to 
the White House in Washington. 
That’lP be about the last thing 
she’ll think to tell you, for she 
is not one to brag about touching 
shoulders with the great. The 
Roosevelts are wonderful people 
and good neighbors, and they are 
a part of her life, just like the 
other neighbors are a part of her 
life. But there is only one in- 
dividual who really rivals her 350 
girls in her heart and affections. 
That’s her only daughter, MRS. 
FLOYD GOGGINS, who does 
things about terminal control 
with the Eastern Air Lines in At- 
lanta, and has an officer husband 
in overseas sérvice. 


That work going on over there 
with the girls, and sometimes in 
adult classes with the Meriwether 
women, who have recently learned 
how to reed-bottom chairs, is one 
of the quiet things going on in 
Georgia that impress you. No 
fanfare and trumpets, no whoop- 
ing-itup in the market place. 
Just day-in, day-out solid achieve- 
ment in the program of making 
Georgia a better place to live. 
And when you think of these 350 
girls, and remember that stretching 
away behind them are 20 years of 
girls, who now have homes of 
their own where they are putting 
into practice these teachings of 
one quiet little woman, you can’t 
help being impressed. Her handi- 
work shows a thousand little 
kitchens where perky blue cur- 
tains may gleam at clear, shining, 
crystal windows, and red gerani- 
ums grow and glow upon the win- 
dow sill. Many a budget balances 
in, Georgia because Mrs. Proctor 
has taught girls how to make 
over last year’s clothes, and to 
create pretty new dresses and 
aprons and pillows with the magic 
of their own machines. Rows of 
scarlet and green and yellow jars 
upon pantry shelves are there be- 
cause she has taught girls how to 
can and garden and preserve. 
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NEW BOOK NEWS 


Russell Lord, distinguished, 
writer and editor, has spent some 
eight months in Athens. One of 
his several dccomplishments dur- 


ing this period is the new book, 
“Democracy Reborn” (Reynal & 
Hitchcock), a collection of address- 
es and public papers by Henry 
Wallace. 

Mr. Lord not only brought to- 
gether and edited these pieces in 
which “the vice president speaks 
out about war and peace,” but he 
has written as an introduction 
what his publishers call “an in- 
timate profile” of the man who 
is currently much discussed in 
terms of the forthcoming Demo- 
cratic national convention. (Will 
Mr. Wallace again be the vice 
presidential candidate? Was he 
given this assurance by President 


Roosevelt before 
recent trip? etc.) 

Mr. Lord has also provided 
many explanatory notes through- 
out the book. The result isa vol- 
ume which is much more than a 
collection of speeches—valuable as 
that would have been with such 
fine speeches as_ these herein 
brought ‘together. The book is 
really agkind of mental, spiritual, 
and political autobiography—a rec- 
ord of some of the important 
things Mr. Wallace has thought, 
said and done during the past 10 
years with the necessary biograph- 
ical and explanatory details sup- 
plied by Mr. Lord. As_ such, 
“Democracy Reborn” is a revela- 
tion of the growth of one who 
through his own utterances clear- 
ly establishes his right to be 
known as a big man.

LEAVE HER TO HEAVEN, by 
Ben Ames Williams. 


This is a novel about a jealous 
woman and Ben Ames Williams 
obviously has just the opposite in 
mind when he says “Leave Her to 
Heaven.” For Ellen Berent’s af- 
fection was as lethal as the grasp 
of quicksand. 

Those whom she loved she also 
devoured, physically and mental- 
ly.

Written on the scene of action 
during the tragic Russian retreat 
of 1941, “No Beautiful Nights” is 
a chronicle of toil and sweat and 
disappointment in the lives of one 
Red army regiment as they were 


driven back by perfectly organ- 
ized German forces, 

Vassili Grossman, who has been 
at the front since the outbreak of 
war, is a correspondent for Red 
Star, the official Soviet news- 
paper. Here, in one book, are 
concentrated the years of suffer- 
ing and defeat he has seen, and 
also of the indomitable will to con- 
quer and the hope for the future 
in the hearts of the Russian peo- 
ple. 

The people of the book are liv- 
ing, fighting, toiling men and 
women, This is no overdrawn 
wartime picture, no overemotion- 
alized story, cluttered up with the 
usual camp followers. It is a 
graphic narrative, simply told, of 
men at the front and of women 
and children fleeing devastated 
towns—of their grim determina- 
tion eventually to conquer. The 
philosophy of the Russian peopte 
is summed up in the words of one 
of the fighting men, “If Hitler 
should win in this war, there 
would be no sun for the world, no 
stars, no beautiful nights—.”

But one thought bred another and 
he learned how to talk to the peo- 
ple, to all the people, to listen to 
what that aroused and to talk 
back, world-wide. His war against 
barriers that divide mankind—bar- 
riers of trade, creed, race, color, 
language and opportunity—have 
gained in reach and effectiveness 
enormously. He has grown to be 
known deservedly the world over 
not only as a good man but as a 
great man.” 

Mr. Lord is especially well qual- 
ified, both as a journalist and as a 
friend of Mr. Wallace’s, to do a 
book of this kind. A graduate of 
Cornell, once extension editor at 
Ohio State, now editor of the Land 
and a regular contributor to Pro- 
gressive Farmer, and author of a 
long list of books and pamphlets 
on agricultural subjects, Mr. Lord 
is perhaps the country’s No. 1 farm 
reporter. As for his friendship for 
Mr. Wallace and its bearing on this 
book, Mr. Lord is very frank, and 
wisely so, because some might be 
disposed to regard this as a cam- 
paign publication. He writes: 


“In a collection of papers such 
as these, the editor who makes 
the selections and enters the an- 
notations should perhaps declare 
his position in respect to the au- 
thor. . . . I worked for him, in 
his department, during his first 
year as secretary of agriculture. 
Then I left Washington to do some 
writing on a small farm in Mary- 
land, and to consider the continu- 
ing agrarian and industrial revolu- 
tion from that quiet hill. As a 
freelance writer and editor I have 
since been drawn back for weeks 
and months on end to Washington, 
and some of my work was in the 
Department of Agriculture—for 
the Soil Conservation Service, the 
Forest Service, Triple-A, the Bu- 
reau of Agricultural Economics 
and the @ommodity Credit Cor- 
poration, successively. But this 
work brought me back into first- 
hand visits with the secretary, and 
later the vice president, only very 
ocasionally, and while I like and 
admire him greatly, I have, I 
think, been a somewhat objective 
and not altogether uncritical spec- 
tator of his growth. For the past 
three years, between times, I have 
gathered the material and now am 
writing a three-generation bio- 
graphy of his family, an account 
of a century of our progress in 
terms of the connected doings and 
sayings of his grandfather, his fa- 
ther and himself. That book, and 
this one, are to be issued by pub- 
lishing houses entirely outside of 
the government, and while the 
vice president and others of. his 
family have approved of these 
projects in general and have an- 
swered all questions freely, these 
are not ‘authorized’ works. The 
responsibility for the choice of ma- 
terial and for the interjected opin- 
ions is mine.” 


The foregoing reference to the 
three-generation Wallace book on 
which Mr. Lord is now working 
suggests that he may be doing for 
another American family and its 
region and interests something of 
what Catherine Drinker Bowen's 
“Yankee From Olympus” (Little, 
Brown) did for the Holmes fam- 
ily and the phases of American 
history touched by the three gen- 
erations of that family.

$1,000 BOND TO ORPHANS 

The movement now under way 
for memorial bequests to the 
Methodist Children’s Home, at De- 
catur, is reported as increasing in 
popularity with new bequests 
made frequently. Henry B. Mayes, 
general superintendent of the 
home, reports the gift of a $1.000 
bond to the home, with other and 
similar smaller bequests coming 
at frequently intervals. Dr. C. C. 
Jarrell, field agent for the home, 
says it takes $100 a day to main- 
tain the home. Not all of the 
$100 a day goes to buy bacon and 
eggs for the children and work- 
ers, as there are numerous neces- 
sities at the home that cannot be 
produced on the farm and that 
require a cash outlay of money. 
Appeal is now being made that 
persons able to do so make be 
quests in their wills for the home 
to be used as living memorials in 
future decades. 

Investigation reveals that the 
crop of prospective Methodist par- 
sons is not flourishing like a green 
bay tree. Of 18,238 Methodist 
ministers, only 3,456 are under 38 
years of age, while 5,500 will 
reach the 72-year retirement age 
within the next decade. The re 
cruitment rate for Methodist 
preachers during the past 25 
years has been steadily going 
downward. Within the past 10 
years only one-half as many young 
men were called to the Methodist 
ministry as were called from 1900 
to 1915, when Methodist member- 
ship was only 54 per cent its 
present size. 

Bishop Arthur J. Moore cites 
the fact of/a deficit of 200 min- 
isterial recruits yearly, since Meth- 
odism’s 10 theological schools 
graduate only 300 students each 
year, while there is a- need of 
500 men each year for the next 
15 years. The bishop asserts this 
to be a problem to which the 
church must give serious atten- 
tion. In this connection it is per- 
tinent to cite this fact: In 1879 
our American colleges and univer- 
sities graduated 8,000 men, of 
whom 1,600 entered the gospel 
ministry. In 1928 American col- 
leges and universities graduated 
64,878 men, of whom only 1.500 
entered the ministry. During this 
same period of time the United 
States population increased 217 
per cent, and the number of 
churches 240 ~*~ cent.

TROUBADOUR. Richard Dyer- 
Bennet, 30, is a modern-day minstrel 
‘who goes back 500 years for the 
world’s oldest songs. A streamlined 
Homer with an English accent, he 
is the U.S.’s top singer and collector 
of old folk songs, lusty Caribbean 
sailor ditties, 1775 ballads, fragile 
Elizabethan tunes, jaunty Irish ones. 

Strangers come to him with ballads 
carried down by their families. One 
night an elderly woman asked him to 
sing ““The Praties They Grow Small 
Over Here,” a song of the Irish 
potato famine. It belonged to the 
19th century so it was too new for 
him. Eagerly, he asked if she knew 
it. She did. What’s more, she sang 
it, right out loud at a New York sup- 
per club. Quickly, he jotted the words 
and music down for posterity. 


UNIQUE. The biond troubadour, 
who was brought to this country as a 
child, was entertaining at University 
of California socials, when a voice 
teacher fell on him like a long-lost 
child. “Sven Scholander is the only 
other man in the world who sings like 
that,” she told him. “And he’s in 
Sweden.” So off he went with $500, 
a lute, a bicycle. 

When Dyer-Bennet came back — 
with all the old master could teach 
him — no one was interested in his 
music. ““Too corny.”’ concert bookers 
told him.

If freon pernpemenlade <  oo oea 
watched his crew change a prop on a 
P-47. We talked about combat officers. 
“They grow up in a hurry,”’ he said. ““Take 
the Captain. He’s only twenty-four and 
I’m pushing thirty-five, but he’s got more 
savvy than I’ll ever have. The outfit would 
go through hell with him.” He let a hand- 
ful of sand trickle through his fingers. 
“‘And there’s a lot more like him.” 

When I met the Captain I found a 
short, wiry fellow with wavy black hair 
and an eye-crinkling smile. He looked 
twenty when he smiled, thirty-five when 
he frowned. He was at Pearl Harbor, 
then in the Philippines, then Java, then 
Australia. He was with Blank Squadron 
in New Guinea, which got one hundred 
and eighty Zeros and two hundred proba- 
bles in eleven months. 


**Y rs,” the Captain said, “you live fast 
out there. Experience ages you more than 
birthdays. The calendar’s all out of kilter, 
and the life you remember at home is just 
a dream. Then you come back, and the life 
out there becomes the dream. You're a lot 
older, and sometimes you wish you 
weren't. You keep thinking if you’d tried 
harder you could have got more Zeros.” 

He stared out the window, and his face 
looked very old. ‘“‘What does a man think 
about and talk about out there?” He 
grinned, a boy again. “Eggs. We got one 
fresh egg every ten days. We counted 
time by Egg Days. Food, comfort, mail 
— those are things we talked about. But 
we thought... .’’ He frowned. 

“You know, we’re part of a sort of 
wrecking crew,” he said deliberately.

Some of those structures 
weren’t very good when we started, but 
after we get rid of the rats we'll have to 
rebuild. We’ve got to build new struc- 
tures — better than the old ones and as 
nearly rat-proof as we can make them.”

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won't be around for that job, but we’re 
counting on those who are there to do 
it right.” 

He sighed. ““That’s what I was thinking 
about overseas, what a good many others 
were thinking about, and discussing.” 

Twenty-four, the Captain was. As I 
looked at him I thought back to other 
young men who went to the world’s far 
places and helped build a nation. There 
was John Boit, Jr., just nineteen when he 
skippered a sloop out of Boston in 1794 on 
a voyage around the world. There was 
Robert Forbes, of the China trade, cap- 
tain at twenty, shipowner at twenty-six. 
merchant at twenty-eight. There were the 
five Crowninshield boys, all captains be- 
fore they were twenty-one. The list is 
long and valiant — and young. 


Anp I thought of Alexander Hamilton 
at nineteen, James Madison at twenty- 
five, helping old Tom Jefferson, all of 
thirty-three, to frame the Declaration of 
Independence. Times of crisis, when na- 
tions were born and re-born, brought forth 
young men, aged them with experience, 
made them leaders. Here was another time 
of crisis; here were other young men 
grown quickly wise and able. 

I’ve talked with them since, pilots, 
bombardiers, flying engineers, PT-boat 
commanders, infantrymen, young in years, 
mature in judgment. They're the wrecking 
crew now, as the Captain said, but in the 
days ahead they’Il be the builders. 

Maybe this life we are fighting for isn’t 
as good as they think it is when they’re 
dreaming of home, away out there. Yet 
they have that dream, and after the fight- 
ing they’re going to make it real — or 
know the reason why. 


Younc men, in great part, made this 
nation and started it on its way to great- 
ness. Somewhere along the way we 
changed the emphasis and put a premium 
on age in our leaders and in our councils. 
Perhaps we didn’t lose faith in youth, but 
we did subordinate it. Now the sands run 
the other way. This is a young man’s war. 
Youth is doing the job, up there at the 
front — and growing old in leadership and 
understanding. The boys who went away 
not so long ago have become men while we 
waited, men who will be tomorrow’s lead- 
ers here and throughout the world. And 
tomorrow is much closer than we think.

of long ago a spoofing designer pulled out all the stops on 

his imagination. He came up with his conception of the 
postwar bus. Look at the blueprint and you'll see how far he 
carried his joke. The super-bus contains staterooms for 600 
passengers, a flight deck, swimming pool and roof garden. A 
bakery, drug store, national bank, five-and-ten-cent store, 
beauty shop and Western Union office are also included. The 
bus has its own police station and fire department. Oh yes, 
and a trolley car for sightseeing. 

Cockeyed? Certainly. But not much more cockeyed 
than some other crystal-gazing glimpses we have had 
of the postwar world. Designers have dreamed up houses 
that look like layer cakes and cars that look like eggs. Heli- 
copters are thick as Jap beetles in their visions of postwar skies. 

Altogether, this fuzzy dream world is a pretty interesting 
place — until we look at it critically. Engineers, eminently 
practical fellows, were at first amused by these visions. Then, 
they began to stick thumbs through the bubbles as fast as they 
appeared. And with good reason — for the fantastic designs 
were discrediting constructive, realistic plans for the future. 

There are going to be miraculous improvements in lots of 
things — when peace comes and civilian production has 
started up again. But these changes won’t come overnight, and 
they’ll be practical, evolutionary improvements — not the 
revolutionary, impossible things dreamers are proposing. 


CARS. Take the case of the automobile proposed by one 
designer . It looked like a mobile goldfish bow], equipped with a 
dashboard radio-telephone so the driver could keep in touch 
with home and office. The car was air-conditioned and even 
had a kitchenette. Built largely of clear plastic, it was to sell 
for $400. 

Edgar C. DeSmet, executive engineer of Willys-Overland 
Motors, Inc., examined this creation critically. He questioned 
the need for a telephone. He wondered whether a man 
hurrying to work would have time to slip into the kitch- 
enette and fry eggs and bacon. Then he looked at 
structural details. 

A curved plastic windshield? Even the best sheet plastic 
doesn't equal the poorest window glass in optical properties, 
according to DeSmet. Curve that plastic and you get the 
same type of distortion you get from the trick mirrors in 
amusement parks. Furthermore, plastics scratch easily. After 
mud and dust had been wiped from the windshield a few times, 
no one would be able to see through it. The driver of such a 
car would be about as good an insurance risk as Hitler. 

DeSmet, while on his dream-smashing expedition, went on 
to other ideas. The plywood car? You can press out body 
sections of steel, but plywood is built-up of wafers of wood. It 
would be expensive. And you couldn’t pound bumps out of 


MASTER PLAN of giant bus reveals it as summer 
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fenders. After an accident they would be kindling wood. 
« Of course there will be radical changes in design and 
material. But engineering techniques cannot be learned in a 
day. It would be at least three years before the dream cars 
could get into production. Meanwhile several million auto- 
mobile workers would remain idle. This would contribute to a 
depression worse than that of the early '30’s. By the time the 
new car finally reached the market, no one would have money 
to buy it. That’s why the transition must come gradually. 


PLANES. We have gone almost as haywire in thinking of 
postwar aviation. Here are some of the prophecies: Every war 
aviation plant turning out planes for civilians. Every war 
pilot at work. Two helicopters in every garage. Skies black 
with passenger and freight planes, complete with movie 
theaters, billiard tables and cocktail lounges. 

Aviation is certainly due for expansion after the war — but 
within limits. Just as in the case of the automobile, the 
new inexpensive planes will probably look like the small ones 
of the prewar_era. And don’t imagine the skies will buzz with 
swarms of them overnight. Igor Sikorsky, ardent proponent 
of the helicopter, doesn’t expect to see large quantities of that 
type of ship for at least 10 years after the war. 

Commercial aviation? Here the picture is a little clearer. 
In 1941 domestic airlmes had 356 planes, carrying 4,060,545 
passengers. Best figures indicate that this traffic will increase 
30 times in the 20 years following the war. 

If this is achieved, planes will be carrying 80 per cent of the 
passengers now riding Pullmans. In addition, they will carry 
nearly all first-class mail, 80 per cent of parcel post, and 
40 per cent of express. But this calls for only about 5,250 
aircraft, according to best estimates. Scatter this number 
over the U.S. and you needn’t worry about traffic jams. 

What about overseas aviation? Here again, the dream 
boys have built up some pretty fanciful pictures: 
Crowds of circus size boarding the Singapore express 
— the Singapore express being approximately the size 
of the Empire State Building. Wait a minute! 

W. A. Patterson, president of United Airlines, figures that 
43 airplanes, each carrying 100 passengers, could handle all 
the Class A traffic on the North Atlantic. This includes first 
class, second class, and cabin passengers on steamships. At 
least seven nations will compete for this traffie. If it is equally 
divided, that will mean about six planes for each country! 
Actually, a great many people included in these figures will 
prefer the leisure and comfort of a steamship. 

James M. Eaton, vice-president of American Export Air- 
lines, Inc., is more bullish than Patterson. He believes that 
tough, open competition will drive prices down and enor- 
mously increase Europe-bound traffic. Take your choice — 
but watch the designers. 

Not long ago one of them came up with a plane which 
included a movie theater and a gymnasium! But it is hard to 
imagine anyone’s being interested in double features and 
medicine balls on a 10-hour flight across the Atlantic. 


SHIPS. Improved hull design may change the looks of trans- 
atlantic passenger liners, but some of the things that have 
been proposed are less probable. Several years ago a kidding

columnist dreamed up a supership containing a swamp’ 
Designers of postwar passenger vessels haven't gone that far 
yet. But one of them visualized a ship which had taxicabs! 


HOMES. Imagination has run riot on the postwar house. No 
one questions that there is going to be more and better housing; 
and that prefabrication is going to come into its own. But this 
doesn’t mean that houses are going to stop looking like houses, 
or that they will revolve on turntables to follow the sun. 

Remember that a house is the average man’s largest 
investment He isn’t going to gamble on anything too 
radical In the past he has been perversely fond of anything 
old. If George Washington had spent a night in a house, that 
was a better sales point than air-conditioning or a two-car 
garage. 

Postwar homes will have more conveniences and comforts: 
better heating systems for winter and cooling systems for 
summer; better lighting and more labor-saving devices. But 
some of the gadgets proposed are just as ridiculous as our 
blueprinted bus. 


GADGETS. General Electric engineers have looked calmly 
at the unit kitchens of the home of tomorrow — with built-in 
toasters, waffle irons and percolators. A nice idea, they say, but 
isn’t it more convenient to have them right on the breakfast 
table where they have been all along? 

And what about the electric-eye door openers? There is no 
question that they are possible; they have been used in rail- 
road stations, restaurants and such places. But is opening a 
door such a difficult chore? Would it be worth installing 
expensive machinery which required frequent attention from 
maintenance men? Most engineers think not. 

The viewing screen in the kitchen to show who is knocking 
at the front door is all right, too. But suppose you aren’t in the 
kitchen? Installing such screens in all rooms would be expen- 
sive. And would it be worth it — or would it be better to go 
to the door and tell the man you don’t want any brushes? 


RADIO. We have also had some pretty dreamy stuff from the 
radio industry. One kidding designer went the whole hog. He 
sketched a burlesque radio and television machine that pro- 
vided for everything including the kitchen sink. Even a 
“‘radionic stove for cooking eggs laid by radio comedians.” 

There will be a host of technical improvements in postwar 
communications systems. But don’t expect the radio to watch 
the baby, or the telephone to walk the dog. 


The conversion back to peace will be even slower and more . 


complicated than was the conversion to war. When victory 
comes, we are in for changes, progress and improvement. But 
first we will have so much pent-up demand to satisfy that there 
just won’t be any time for new models. When that demand 
slumps, business will bring forth those sweeping improve- 
ments. They aren’t going to be pulled out of a hat overnight. 
Remember: it will be evolution, not revolution. 

Houses will still look like houses and automobiles like 
automobiles — although there will be great improvements in 
both. As a matter of fact, the postwar world of reality will 
probably be a lot more comfortable than the postwar world of 
the designer’s fancy. The End

EARLY WINGS 


For centuries poets have been 
writing about flying. And now .. «

door who make the war’s headlines, are heirs to cen- 
turies of dreams, experiments and prophecies. Men 
always wanted to fly — from the pealmist sighing 
for “‘the wings of a dove” to the legendary Greek 
engineer who devised a pair of wings and fastened 
them with wax to the shoulders of his son Icarus. 
Centuries before the first human ascent in any 
kind of air machine, poets and prophets foretold what 
modern flying would be like. They wrote, too, of what 
it would do to the world — in terms that sounded 
fantastic then but are all too real now. 

In 1670 the Italian scientist Francesco de Lana, 
inventor of the earliest crude air machine — a balloon- 
borne boat — was the first to prophesy that fiying 
machines would be used in war. Here is his forecast: 
**No city would be proof against surprise, as 
the ship could be brought to earth for the land- 
ing of its crew. And in the case of ships that sail 
the seas, they could be set on fire by fireballs or 
bombs. Not ships alone, but houses and cities 
could be thus destroyed.”’ 


His Forecast Was Right! 


Tue poet Thomas Gray felt differently about it. In 
1737 he saw not only danger but also glory for a 
nation of men with wings. He wrote: 


“The time will come, when thou shalt lift thine 
eyes 

To watch a long-drawn battle of the skies, 
While aged peasants, too amazed for words, 
Stare at the flying feet of wond’rous birds. 
England, so long the mistress of the sea, 
Where winds and waves confess her sovereignty, 
Her-encient triumphs yet on high shall bear,- 
And reign the sovereign of the conquered air.” 


Tennyson took a turn at prophecy a hundred years 
ago and “dipped into the future far as human eye 
could see.”” He saw airy navies “grappling in the cen- 
tral blue,” but he also saw “the heavens fill with 
commerce ...” and a bright day with “battle flags 
furled in the Parliament of Man, the Federation of the 
world.”’ 3

Brew It Right! 


Scatp the pot — which should 
be of earthenware, porcelain or 
giass. Drop in two rounded tea- 
spoons of tea for each cup—a 
double amount. Have freshly 
drawn water brought to bubbling 
boil. Pour. immediately over the 
leaves and stir once with a spoon. 
Steep three minutes, maybe four, 
but no more, or out comes the tan- 
nin to turn the tea bitter. When 
the infusion period is up, strain 
the hot tea over ice, either into 
pitcher or glass. If ice is scarce, 
strain tea and cool, then pour 
over ice cubes — but a drink 
less stimulating. 

The tea turns cloudy? Cheerful 
earful — virtually all the finest 
of teas, those with good body, 
“cream down’’ when chilled. Some 
ice tea blends are made up of 
light, flavory teas low in tannin to 
give a clear brew, but lacking in 
tang. 

Mr. Hutchinson likes his tea 
plain, just a spoonful of sugar. 
Yet he doesn’t mind if you pass 
along sections of lemon or lime. 

Tea cubes instead of ice cubes 
cool the Hutchinson brew for an 
undiluted drink. Easily made — 
pour tea instead of water into the 
cube compartments, freeze in the 
usual way. 

More tips from the tea taster: 
Grated citrus rind gives quite or- 


dinary tea an unusual and deli- 
cate flavor reminiscent of rare 
blends n6 longer imported. 


Grape Iced Tea— Combine 2 
cups of cool double-strength tea 
with 2 cups of chilled grape juice. 
Add 4 teaspoons of sugar and the 
juice of two lemons. Serve over 
cracked ice... 

Enrico Penteado of Brazil pours 
the dark coffee hot from the pot, 
over the glinting ice cubes that 
fill his tall glass. He sips. He nods 
approvingly. He compliments this 
cold coffee-drinking habit of Nogth 
Americans. The custom he admits 
is catching on in countries South. 
As Chairman of the Pan-American 
Coffee Bureay, Mr. Penteado 
speaks for eight of the coffee- 
growing lands. 

Iced coffee to suit the Penteado 
taste is coffee freshly roasted, 
freshly made, correctly brewed and 
extra strength. He likes twice 
again as much coffee as usual, 2 
heaping tablespoons to each % 
measuring cup of water. For a 
truly scintillating drink, the hot 
coffee should be poured directly 
into the ice-filled glass; this meth- 
od requiring one-half to two-thirds 
cup of brewed coffee per serving. 

Pass the su and cream. 
Or in lieu of whipped cream, a 
bowl of ice cream. Or, the cof- 
fee may wear a white hood of 
meringue. For six servings, beat 
one egg white until very stiff and 
fold in two tablespoons of sugar 
and a dash of vanilla. 

At the Penteado table a shaker 
of powdered allspice frequently 
accompanies the sugar and cream 
when iced coffee is served. Differ- 
ent the flavor when the brew is 
sweetened with honey. 

An afternoon cooler originating 
in Rio is a half-and-half partner- 
ship of chilled coffee blended with 
chilled chocolate, poured over ice. 


Spiced and Iced — Break four 
sticks of cinnamon into pieces and 
place with 24 whole cloves in the 
upper bowl of the vacuum coffee 
maker or into the bottom of the 
percolator, or coffee pot, or the 
lower compartment of the drip- 
maker, Measure one and one- 
half heaping tablespoons of coffee 
for each % cup of water. When the 
coffee is brewed, pour hot into tall 
glasses half filled with ice cubes.

The New Zealand soldier 
was plenty worried. And 
with very good reason... 


MET him aboard one of the LST’s 
taking us to Green Island. You 
folks back home probably never heard 
much about the occupation of Green 


— it wasn’t one of those big operations . 


that make the headlines. But it was 
important to us just the same. We 
knew that Jap bombers would be after 
us and weren’t sure just how many 
Nips were defending the island. 

The plan called for New Zealand 
assault troops to wipe out the Japs and 
themefor American Seabees to come in 
and start building roads and an airport. 


He Looked Young 


Just about sundown of the day before 
we were to land, I ran into this Kiwi. 
His name was Tommy Sheehan. He 
had one of those Irish faces like so 
many New Zealanders, but he looked 
younger than most of his comrades. 
He was standing by the rail, all alone, 
and there was something so forlorn 
about the kid that I just couldn’t help 
butting in. 

“Something on your mind, Kiwi?’’ 
I asked him as I lounged alongsidc. 


“Yes, Yank,”’ he said sadly. ““There’s 
a lot on my mind. I’m worried almost 
sick.’” i 
There wasn’t much I could say, for 
I knew just how he felt. You're 
pretty uneasy the night before an 
attack. You don’t eat or sleep much 
and when you get up, your stomach 
feels tight, and you almost have to 
hold on to yourself. Then the ramps 
go down and the rifles begin cracking 
as the men rush ashore.

injured when her car collided with 
another. Later she was notified that 
the other driver was suing her. Her 
husband was overseas. Frantically, 
she wrote to him. 

The letter disturbed him deeply. 
Then his eye fell on a notice posted 
at headquarters, announcing ap- 
pointment of a Legal Assistance Offi- 
cer. He sought out the officer. In a 
few hours, a vast organization of 
military and civilian lawyers was 
set in motion. Two weeks later a 
California lawyer talked with the 
wife. As a result of information she 
gave him, he entered a countersuit. 
Eventually, the wife collected sub- 
stantial damages from the other 
driver for her injuries. 

Helped Thousands 


Tue Army legal-assistance plan — 
the Navy has a similar service — 
was established early last year to 
protect the legal rights of service- 
men and their families. Lawyers co- 
operating with this organization 
have given advice and assistance in 
tens of thousands of cases. 

All a serviceman has to do when 
he needs this sort of advice is to see 
the Legal Assistance Office or Staff 
Judge Advocate at any Army post, 
or contact the Bar Association or 
Legal Aid organization in the com- 
munity. If he is unable to contact 
local counsel, he may address his re- 
quest to the Legal Assistance 
Branch, Office of the Judge Advo- 


beset service families are almost 
numberless. Without help, serv- 
icemen and their families could 
worry themsclves to frazzles. At 
nearly every post, camp or station, a 
Legal Assistance Officer — who was 
a lawyer in civil life — now counsels 


The family of the man in uni- 
form may apply directly or through 
the Red Cross to one of these com- 
mittees for legal assistance. In cer- 
tain cases, civilian lawyers may ren- 
der bills for costs or nominal fees. 
Usually the job is done free. 

A young soldier recently told the 
Legal Assistance Officer that his 


*- home was about to be sold for taxes. 


The officer suggested that a lawyer 
in the soldier’s home town could in- 
voke the Soldier's and Sailor's Re- 
lief Act to halt the sale. The lawyer 
selected by the legal committee 
found that the soldier owned his 
home, but he didn’t own the land 
on which the house was built. His 
parents were the actual owners. 
With the lawyer's assistance, 
they gladly deeded the property 
to the soldier. The lawyer then ob- 
tained a postponement of the taxes 
on the house because of the owner’s 


- military status, and reported to the 


much-relieved soldier. 
Prisoners’ Problems 


Perprexinc legal problems arise 
when a man is reported missing in 
action or captured by the enemy. 
Legal Assistance Officers have 
helped to smooth the way in many 
such cases. The bride of a flyer, who 
was a prisoner in Germany, needed 
help in establishing claim to some 
property. He had failed to leave a 
power of attorney behind. A Legal 


Assistance Officer drew up the docu-* 


ment and forwarded it through the 
International Red Cross. 

Domestic relations are among the 
most common problems which come 
to Legal Assistance Officers. The de- 
fense or prosecution of divorce ac- 
tions for men in the service is often 
complicated and difficult. A soldier 
in New England asked help recently 
in obtaining a divorce. At the same 
time, the wife applied to the Bar 
Association in her Southern home 
for help in getting a divorce. Lawyers 
were appointed for each of them. In- 
stead of battling in court, the lawyers 
straightened out a misunderstanding 
between the couple and effected a 
reconciliation. 

Speed Up Weddings 


GI romance, likewise, often re- 
quires an assist. Many states require 
health certificates, waiting periods 
after the license is obtained, etc. 
Quick handling of these technicali- 
ties by lawyers has lengthened the 
honeymoons for couples who get 
married on service furloughs. 

The problem which topped them 
all had nothing to do with romance. 
A soldier explained to a Legal As- 
sistance Officer that his family had 
come to this country years ago from 
Germany. They still owned prop-
